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GEORGE LORD LYTTELTON. 


GEORGE LYfTELtON, the eldeft fon of Sir Trio- 
Mas LyTTELTON of Hagley in Worceſterſhire, 
was born in 1709. He received the elements of his 
education at Eaton ſchool, where his exerciſes were e- 
ſteemed models of excellence. It was there, he wrote 
his paſtorals, and began to diſcover his inclination for 


poetry. 


le went afterwards to Chriſt-Church, Oxford, 

where he compoſed his Perſian Letters, which, at an 
early period of life, diſcover conſiderable knowledge of 
the manners of men, and of the conſtitution of his coun- 
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try. His Blenheim, publiſhed at this time, made bis : : 
abilities known to the public. 


In 1728, he began his travels through Frante and Italy. 
While at Paris he contracted an intimate friendſhip - 
with Mr Poyntz, the Britiſh miniſter at Verſailles; who 
was ſo much captivated with his abilities, that he invit- 
ed him to his houſe, and employed him in many im- 
portant negociations. Their friendſhip he celebrates 
in one of his poems. From Paris he wrote a poetical 
addreſs to Dr. Ayſcough, and another from Rome to 
Mr Pope. Mr Lyttelton's conduct while abroad, was : 
altogether exemplary. He paſſed his time; either a- 


mong his books, or in ow pan of men of rank and 


literature. 


Soon after his return, he was elected repreſentative 


for the borough of Okehampton in Devonſhire, and N 


acquitted himſelf ſo much to the ſatisfaction of his con- 


ſtituents, that they re- elected him ſeveral times with- 
out putting him to any expence. In Parliament he 


diſtinguiſhed himſelf as an able opponent of Sir Robert 
Walpole, and his name made a conſpicuous figure in 


the debates of thoſe days. 


In the year 1 737, he was appointed Principal Secre- 
tary to Frederic Prince aa — father of his preſent 


e i

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Majeſty, and continued in the ſtricteſt intimacy with 
him till his death. In politics; he united himſelf with: 
Mr Pitt, (the late Earl of Chatham) and thoſe who 
fought under the banners of the Prince of Wales, a- 
gainſt Sir Robert Walpole and the Court. When 
Walpole at laſt was diſplaced, Mr Lyttelton was made in 
1744. one of the Lords of the Treaſury. Soon after, by 
the death of his father, he ſucceeded to a Baronet's title. 
andalarge eſtate. He beſtowed great ſums in building an 
elegant houſe at Hagley, and in embelliſhing his park. 
In 1754. he was made Coſferer and privy-counſellor; | 
andin theyear following, he obtained the office of Chan- 


cellor of the Exchequer. Soon: after, he performedatour 


through Wales, an account of which he has given in 
letters to Mr Bower. About this time alſo, he publiſhed 
his Dialogues of the Dead, in imitation of Fenelon, a 
work which abounds with virtuous. ſentiments, and is 


calculated” to give young men a taſte for hiſtory, by 


== making them acquainted with illuſtrious characters. 
Afterwards, upon a change of Adminiſtration he was 


created a Peer in 1757, by the title of Lord Lyttelton, 
Baron of m in the r of Worceſter. 


He became 1 exizhngured WP! Miſs Forteſcue of 
Devonſhire, a very amiable young lady, whom he after- 
wards married, and had by her one ſon, the late
